When he got home, he said, 
he asked his wife for money with which 
to buy’ chicken feed and she gave it to 
him after a protest. When he returned 
from the polls, he testified, he told his 
wife he had sold a dozen eggs to a boy 
and that the boy would be there the 
next morning to pay for them. 

» Told Him “I'm Going Away.” 
“That will make no difference,’’ he 
said his wife replied) as she stood before 
a mirror and put op her hat, “for I am 
going away.”’ 

Yates said he/ walked toward her, 
whereupon she picked up a revolver and 
shouted: ‘‘Don’t come in here or I'll kill 
you!” 

He continued to advance, he said, and 
then he heard a revelver shot and his 
mind became a blank, 

Yates said when he again became cor 
‘scious he was leaning against the wall. 

His wife lay dead, with her throat cut, 
'two gunshot wounds in her head and a 
stab wound in the right side of her 
‘neck. He declared he could not recall 
| having inflicted any of these wounds. 

His first thought, he said, was that 
Tre had better tell his parents, who live 
on a farm south of Edwardsville, but 
he decided to surrender to the police. 

Yates was not confused appreciably 
on cross-examination by State’s Attor- 
ney Gillham.

“he building of a hospital to treat in- 
fectious diseases the city sani- 
tarium was advocated Dr. Gustav 
Lippmann in a lunecbeon talk be"°re the 
City Club Thursday. Dr. George Dock, 
who presided, and Dr. Sidney I. Schwab 
discussed other matters pertaining to the 
public health and the care of the city’s 
sick poor. 4 

Dr. Lippmann said the city could build 
the hospital, on ground which it owns, 
at a cost not greater than $150,000. There 
should be a group of:four or five con- 
crete structures, he said. 

At present, he said, the only public in- 
stitution of the sort is housed in the 
first floor of the old female hospital 
building, which has been condemned. 

System Prevents Isolation, 

There is no such thing as an isolation 
building with the present arrangements, 
he declared, and if the first diagnosis is 
wrong, the patient is sent to a ward 
occupied by persons having some con- 
tagious disease other than his own. This 
disease the patient generally takes. 

Several cases of this Bort, he said, 
have come to his notice, and in some 
of them he has, felt like advising the 
patients to sue the city for damages. 
He told of a body, living on Franklin 
avenue, whose illness was diagnosed 
at the city hospital as scarlet fever, 
and who was sent to a ward of scarlet 
fever patients. It proved that he did 
not have scarlet fever, but he took the 
disease as a result of the association 
with others having that disease, and 
had a severe attack, which left him 
partially deaf.

The mutineers e in absolute pos- 
session of every public building in 
the town and have destroyed many 
public records. 

Various reasons are given for ihe 
mutiny. Some say they mutinied be- 
cause some of their fellow soldiers 
had been ordered discharged: some 
declare they rebelled because Ma- 
dero has not brought about the re- 
forms he promised; some say that 
Pasqual Orozco, their former chief 
and still the idol of the former rebels 
in Northern Mexico, is going to join 
the Zapata cause and that they are 
with him. None of them seem to 
know whom they want for President 
but they all insist that Madero must 
resign, 

The train due from the south over 
the Mexican National line this morn- 
ing did not arrive, presumably being 
held at Chihuahua. No attempt has 
yet been made at Juarez to moiest 
the Mextcan Northwestern Raliroal 
which also runs to Chihuahua, but 
its wires are down 100 miles south 
of Juarez. 

Jail Stands Wide Oren. 

The Juarez jail is standing wide open, 
not a prisoner in it. The mutineers are 
using the military bdtracks for any 
prisoners they are holding. 

There are no field pieces or artillery 
of any kind in Juarez, so the mutineers

Has Waited Too

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 1.—Absolute 


denial of alleged violations of the anti- 
trust law is made by the United States 
Steel its subsidiaries and 
directors in their answers, which will be 
filed today in the United States District 
Court here, to the Government’s disso- 


Corporation, 


lution suit. 


Five separate answers will 
among os defendants. The effect of its 
Organization, the corporation declares, 
has been to chéapen production, effect 
economies and increase foreign trade 
from $8,000,000 to $60,000,000 annually with- 
in ten years. So long has*the Govern- 
ment acquiesced in its existence, the an- 
Swer says, that it is now too late, as a 
matter of equity, to insist that tts or- 
ganization -was illegal. 

Nothing was withheld from President 
Roosevelt by Gary and Frick, on Nov. 
4. 1907, the answer says, when they 
sought his consent to the corporation's 
proposed purchase of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Co.; 
the so-called ‘‘Gary dinners’’ 
of agreements to regulate prices. 

The individual answers made. public 
tonight are those of Andrew. Carnegie, 
John D. Rockefeller Sr., John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. and Edmund C. Converse. The 
Rockefellers make a joint answer. 

The Rockefellers deny that they had 
an active part in the formation or man- 
agement of the corporation, the ‘elder 
Rockefeller declaring that he has had 
no immediate relation to the iron and 
steel business since 1901. 

Not in It, Says Carnegie. 

Carnegie says he had no part in the 
plans for organizing the corporation and 
no voice, direct or advisory, in its man- 
agement. He admitted selling the Car- 
negie Steel Co. to the United States 
Steel Corporation, but denies that the 
acquisition by the Carpegie company of 
its subsidiaries was in restraint of 
trade. 

The answer to be filed today, in the 
rame of the corporation itself, begins 
with a review 
up to the organization of the present 
Steel corporation and describes how the 
Federal Stee! Co. acquired the Carnegie 
Steel Co.. the American Steel and Wire 
Co. and others through negotiations con- 
ducted by J. P. Morgan & Co. Later, 
when the need for additional ore sup- 
plies was felt. the Steel Corpcration 
acquired the properties of the Lake Su- 
perior Consolidated Iron Mines. The 
Stee] Corporation was formed and its 
proparties acquired, the answer declares, 
for ..e purpose of effecting economies 
by integrating the plants and the pro- 
cesses employed in the manufacture of 
etcel, and to reach the principal markets 
of the United States and of foreign 
countries and increase the trade in steel 
products therein. 

Intent at Monopoly Dented. 
“If any of the companies acquired by 
the Steel Corporation,’’ the answer de- 
clares, ‘‘had been organized for the pur- 
pose or with the effect of restraining 
trade or commerce, or if they consti- 
tuted an attempt at monopoly or a mo- 
nopolization of trade or commerce, 
neither the organizers of the Steel Cor- 
poration nor the said corporation had 
any knowledge or information thereof 
when the said ‘comparfies were acquired.” 

‘ontinuing, the answer recites that 
the Steel Corporation made its purposes 
and the details, of its organization pub- 
lic in a variety of ways, and says that 
the attention of the officers of the Unit- 
ed States Government was particularly 
directed to said organization at the time 
it was effected.

New City Faction Calls Meeting 
of Republican City 
Committee. 








MAYOR TO BE. TESTED 





Associates Will Require Proofs 
That He Has Really Come 
Over to Them. 





The newly aligned Stifel-Kreismann- 
Kiel faction of the Republican City 
Committee has called a special meeting 
for Thursday night to attempt to re- 
scind the resolution indorsing Roose- 
velt for President. 

If the combination succeeds in getting 
control of the committee and rescinding 
the resohition it will call another spe- 
cial meeting for Friday night to oust 
W. E. S. Jarrett as chairman and elect 
Frank Slater as his successor. 

Fifteen votes will .be necessary to re- 
scind the resolution, which was adopted 
by the Howe-Jarrett faction of the com- 
mittee two weeks ago, after the Kiel- 
Stifel faction had planned to put it 
over. 

The call for the special meeting was 
signed by Committeemen Peter Ander- 
son of the First Ward, Fred M. Beck- 
mann of the Second Ward, Joseph Schu- 
ler of the Sixth Ward, William Troll of 
the Ninth Ward, Edmond Koeln of the 
Twelfth Ward, John Schmoll: of the 
Thirteenth Ward, Henry W. Kiel of the 
Fifteenth Ward, Frank H. Slater of the 
Seventeenth Ward, and Herman Bader 


of the Twenty-first Ward. Of these 
members, Troll is the gnly one who 
voted for the Roosevelt indorsement, 


Jan. 18. 


Other Votes Relied On. 
In addition to these nine members the 
Stifel-Kreismann-Kiel faction figures 
tnat it can rely upon the vote of Com- 
mitteeman Rosenbaum of the Fourteenth 
Ward, Henry L. Weeke. of the Bight- 
eenth Ward, George W. Galloway of 
the Twenty-second, making 12 of the 
necessary votes. 
The Stifel-Kreismann men believe they 
can rely upon the votes of Gus Frey 
ef the Seventh Ward, William H. Jacobs 
of the Eleventh Ward and Charles L. 
Laxton of the Twenty-seventh Ward to 
vote for rescinding the resolution, al- 
though they voted for it two weeks ago. 
Building Commissioner McKelvey, who 
represents the Twenty-third Ward, was 
absent from the meeting at which the 
indorsement. was voted. He is expected 
to vote with the anti-Howe faction. 
If all of these committeemen vote as 
the Stifel-Kreismann-Kiel combine  di- 
rects it will give that faction 16 of the 
28 votes of the committee. 
Several members of the original Kiel 
faction of the committee are somewhat 
doubtful of the genuineness of the break 
between Mayor Kreismann and Jeptha 
PD. Howe, who is leading the fight for 
Roosevelt. 
Mayor Kreismann has pledged Stifel 
his support to reorganize the commit- 
and has consented to the election 
of a Stifel-Kiel man as chairman. But 
he has made no further concessions. 
The Stifel-Kiel men propose to put a 
series of tests up to Mayor Kreismann 
to find out whether he is really with 
them. 
Among the demands to be made upon 
him are: 
The removal of Horace G. Beedle as 
his private secretary because Beedle is 
for Roosevelt for President, and the se-| 
lection of a Stifel-Kiel man for the job. 
The discharge of a large number of 
Democrats from various departments, 
whose places are to be filled with men 
selected by the Stifel-Kiel reorganized 
city committee. | 


The Stifel-Kiel men who started out 
for Roosevelt switched their affections 
to Taft when Howe and Jarrett beat 
them to the indorsement of Roosevelt. 
Stifel; who has been fighting the Mayor 
for several years, saw in the situation 
an opportunity to eliminate Howe, tem- 
porarily at least, by forming a combi- 
nation wi... Mayor Kreitsmann, who is 
enthusiastically for Taft. 

The Taft movement was started imme- 
diately after the Roosevelt indorsement 
was put over, by C. Porter Johnson, who 
pointed out to Postmaster Akins and 
other Taft adherents that the Repub- 
lican national convention would have to 
indorse the Taft adminiStration or go

Jumping is a great sport. There are 
high jumpers, ski jumpers, contract 
jumpers and broad jumpers. Profession- 
al jumpers make a living at their chosen 
sport in England. A fellow in Chicago 
jumped 116 feet on a pair of skis and 
won a $300 prize. But we know of a 
jump—and it was «. championship one, 
at that—which cost the maker about 
$2000, 

The day Harry Sallee, who cross-fires 
with his kithogue, leaped from the wa- 
ter wagon in Boston last August, he 
made a jump that shattered all financial 
records—and, incidentally, shattered 
Bresnahan’s confidence in the slender 
Higginsport Huckleberry.

sary to name. He couldn't come back. He 
was fired for the season. Incidentally the! 
Cardinals went on the rocks and dropped 
three games in a row to the Giants, giving 
McGraw’s team its first Sig boost toward 
the pennant. The Giants never were headed 
after that and had Sal been right perchance 
he would have beaten the Polo Grounders. 
However, that’s another story. 

Bresnahan was thoroughly disgusted with 
Sallee’s actions. He suspended him without 
pay, taking more than a month’s salary and 
his share of the fall series away from the 
Higginsport Huckleberry. Incidentally Sal- 
ee probably was the only member of the 
Cardinal band who wasn’t slipped an in- 
crease in pay when the 1912 contracts were 
mailed out.

MINIATURES AND 
PAINTINGS ABROAD 


They Will Remain in London 
Residence—Art Treasures to 
Be Brought From Museum.

LONDON, Feb. 1.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
does not plan to remove all his art 
treasures from London to New York at 
present. His paintings and 1000 minia- 
tures will remain In his London resi- 
dence, 13 Prince’s Gate. 

The removal of the treasures from the 
Victoria and Albert Museum will be 
superintended by Setigman, the famous 
art dealer of Paris, through whom half 
of them were bought, or by Seligman’s 
partner. The articles will be packed in 
safe deposit vaults, the cases being 
sealed by Morgan's representatives as 
the contents have been checked. Then 
the treasures will be shipped. 

Word comes from New York that they 
may remain in bond after arrival until 
Morgan's new gallery is ready to receive 
them. It is reported that United States 
Customs Collector Loeb has said they 
were to be admitted free of duty as 
antiques, but whl be appraised and 
passed upon while being oacked in Lon- 
don. No application from any represen- 
tative of the New York customs author- 


ities has yet been received at the Vice - 


toria and Albert Museum. If an ap- 
praisement of the articles is deemed 
necessary and it requires handling of 
the articles special permission must be 
obtained from Morgan's agent. 

There are 4000 pieces in the collection 
loaned to the museum. One plece is 
valued at $150,000.
